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THH VERA CRUZ. DISASTER. 

We now know probably all the material 
facts in regard to the loss of the Vera Oru. 
The cyclone in which she was lost was un- 
doulbtediy Ons of terrific violence, bat it by 
no means follows that a well-built and well- 


handled steamer ought to have foundered in 
it." The steamets in the North Atlantic 
trade. frequently meet terrific. cyclones in 
August and September, but, so far as is 
known, it has never happened that a steamer. 
belonging to any one of the well-known:pas- 
senger lines’ has foundered in a cyclone. 
Many freight steamers have been lost  be- 
cause they could not withstand the fury of a 
hurricane in mid-ocean, but it. is safe 
to say that in « every case the ' dis- 
aster was due.to bad. management; 

to overloading; * to the shifting of badly 
stowed - cargoes; to the breakage of ma- 

chinery, or to the fact that the unfortunate 

vessel was not fitted for the North Atlantic 

trade. A well-built steamer, commanded by 

a skillful and cautious Captain aided by an 

efficient crew, ought not to. be lost in a 
cytlone with plenty of, sea-room. . In view 

of the experience of the passenger steam erg 
plying between New-York and Liverpool 
during the last twenty years, we have a 

right to say, that there is not one of them 

that would not have avoided the fate of the 

Vera Oruz had she met the cyclone in which 

that vessel went to the bottom. 

The Captain of the Vera Orue knew that 
the hurricane was approaching. A cyclone 
never fails to give due warning. The -ap- 
pearance of the sky and the peculiar con- 





fused run of the sea cannot be misinterpreted 


by any seaman, even if his barometer is 
broken. The Captain not only knew that 
cyclone Was close at hand, but he took the 
precaution of throwing over his deck-load 
before it. reached him. At about half-past 
one on Saturday afternoon the cyclone 
struck the ship on her port bow. She was 
then on her course, which was ‘probably a 
little east of south; so that the wind must 
have been south-easterly. 

Now, the law of cyclones is perfectly well 
known. When a vessel meets. a cyclone 
north of the equator she.can always run out 
of it by steering'a course which brings the 
‘wind on her.starboard quarter. The rule is 
precise and invariable, and any sea Captain, 


‘knows the exact point of the compass to 


‘which to head his ship in order to escape in 
the shortest time from the whirl of the hur- 
ricane, . The Vera Orue made no attempt to 
escape, so. far as can be gathered from the 
testimony of the survivors, but-was kept on 
-her course, although the Captain had reason 
to expect such exceptionally bad weather 
that he sacrificed his deck-load. Had he ex- 
ercised due caution he would have run. out 
of the cyclone, in all probability, before 
dark. . He preferred to take the risk that his 
. vessel would weather the storm rather than 
to arrive in port a day behind his usual time. 


It was’ this unfortunate decision. which
